A conference was held a few days 
ago, at the otflce of Mayor Taylor, at 
Alameda, to formulate plans for the 
protection of the bay cities against any 
possible damage from the Guggenheim 
smelter at this place. The meeting 
was called by R. R. Rogers, \V. C. 
Ralston, City Chemist C. W. Beaver 
and Dr. G. Shiels, the committee re¬ 
cently appointed by Mayor Taylor to 
confer with the Alameda anti-smelter 
organization. 

Alameda being directly across the 
bay from South City and in the “wind 
line,” its residents fear that if some 
action is not taken to control the oper¬ 
ation of the smelter the fumes there¬ 
from will cause great damage to shrub- 
berry and verdure of all kinds in the 
Encinal (’ity.

Money Saved and Less Material Needed 

It is estimated that a fence post, 
which under ordinary circumstances 
will last for perhaps two years, will, if 
given preservative treatment costing 
about ten cents, last eighteen years. 
The service of other timbers, such as 
railroad ties, telephone poles and mine 
props, can be doubled and often trebled 
by inexpensive preservative treatment. 
Today, when the cost of wood is a big 
item to every farmer, every stockman, 
every railroad manager—to everyone, 
in fact, who must use timber where it 
is likely to decay—this is a fact which 
should be carefully considered. 

It is easy to see that if the length of 
time timbers can be used is doubled, 
only half as much timbe^ will be re¬ 
quired as before and only one-half as 
much money will be needed to be 
spent in the purchase of timber. More¬ 
over, many woods which were for a 
long time considered almost worthless 
can be treated and made to last as long 
as the scarcer and more expensive 
kinds. 

Of the actual savings in dollars and 
cents through the preservative treat¬ 
ment, a fence post such as was men¬ 
tioned at the beginning might serve as 
one example. The post is of loblolly 
pine, and costs, untreated, about 8 
cents, or, including the cost of setting, 
14 cents. It lasts about two years. 
Compounding interest at 5 per cent, 
the annual charge of such a post is 
7.53 cents; that is, it costs 7.53 cents a 
year to keep the post in service. Pre¬ 
servative treatment costing 10 cents 
will increase its length of life to about 
eighteen years. In this case the total 
cost of the post, set, is 24 cents, which 
compounded at 5 per per cent, gives an 
annual charge of 2.04 cents. Thus the 
saving due to treatment is 5.49 cents a 
year. Assuming that there are 200 
posts i>er mile, there is a saving each 
year for every mile offence of a sum 
equivalent to the interest on 1219.00. 

In the same way preservative treat¬ 
ment will increase the length of life of 
a loblolly pine railroad tie from five 
years to twelve years and will reduce 
the annual charge from 11.52 cents to 
9.48 cents, which amounts to a saving 
of $58.75 per mile. 

I t is estimated that 150,000 acres are 
required each year to grow timber for 
the anthracite coal mines alone. The 
average life of an untreated mine prop 
is not more than three years. By 
proper presevative treatment it can be 
prolonged by many times this figure. 
Telephone and telegraph poles, which 
in ten or twelve years, or even less, de¬ 
cay so badly at the ground line that 
they have to be removed, can, by a 
simple treatment of their butts, be 
made to last twenty or twenty-live 
years. Sap shingles which are almost 
valueless in their natural state, can 
easily be treated and made to outlast 
painted shingles of the most decay-re¬ 
sistant woods. Thousands of dollars 
are lost every year by the so-called 
“bluing” of freshly sawed sapwood 
lumber. This can be prevented by 
proper treatment, and at a cost so 
small as to put it within the reach of 
the smallest operator. 

In the south the cheap and abun- 
nant loblolly pine, one of the easiest of 
all woods to treat, can by proper pre¬ 
paration be made to lake the place of 
the high-grade longleaf pine for many 
purposes. Black and tupelo gums and 
other little-used woods have a new and 
increasing importance because of the 
possibility of preserving them from de¬ 
cay at small cost. 1 n theNortheaslern 
and Lake States are tamarack, hem¬ 
lock, beech, birch and maple, and the 
red and black oaks, all of which by 
proper treatment may help to replace 
the fast-diminishing white oak and 
cellar. 1 n the states of the Mississippi 
Valley the pressing fence-post problem 
may be greatly relieved by treating 
such species as cottonwood, willow 
and hackberry. 

Circular 139 of the Forest Service, 
“A Primer of Wood Preservation,” 
tells in simple terms what decay is 
and how it can be retarded, describes 
briefly certain preservatives and pro¬ 
cesses, gives examples of the saving in 
dollars and cents, and tells what wood 
preservation can do in the future. The 
circular can be had free upon appli¬ 
cation to the Forester, Forest Service, 
Washington, D. C.

PLAGUE SITUATION 
MEETING AT COIMA 

Last evening there was a largely at¬ 
tended meeting at the Pavilion in 
Colma. The occasion was a lecture by 
I)r. D. B. Plymire, Health Officer for 
San Mateo County, who gave an in¬ 
teresting talk on the plague situation 
in San Francisco, and explained to 
his hearers what is necessary to be 
done in order to prevent the incoming 
of plague germs to San Mateo County. 
He urged that all garbage about prem¬ 
ises be burned in quicklime immedi¬ 
ately, so that there would be no food 
for rats to live upon. The rats have 
got to be starved out. 

Dr. Plymire was followed by Theo. 

! Lafayette, President of the North San 
j Mateo County Improvement Associa- 
; tion of Vista Grande. He spoke of 
i the advantages of incorporating Vista 
1 Grande and Colma into a municipality, 
and also made a few remarks about 
1 people buying and eating non-in- 
spected meat. 

The meeting closed with an interest¬ 
ing address by Dr. Beasley of Vista 
Grande. The lady devoted much at- 
I tention to the subject of tubercolosis 
and urged her hearers to eat nothing 
but inspected meats. 


IHE FISH HATCHERY 


An agreement has been entered into 
among the supervisors of San Mateo, 
Santa Clara, Santa Cruz Counties and 
| the state fish commissioners by which 
the counties mentioned will jointly 
profit by the output of the Brookdale 
fish hatchery, and an unlimitedsupply 
of young fish will be planted in the 
streams, thus adding to the enjoyment 
of more people than could be done by 
the spending of many times the 
amount in other ways. The state fish 
commissioner purposes, if control can 
be gained of fouror five miles of Scott’s 
creek near Brookdale, to bear the ex¬ 
pense of putting in dams, of patroling 
the stream the year around, of spawn¬ 
ing the fish and giving practically the 
entire output of the hatchery at Brook¬ 
dale as the prorata belonging to the 
three counties. The only expense to 
be borne by the counties is the cost of 
keeping up the natchery. As there are 
only two or three property owners to 
be dealt-with in securing the Scott’s 
creek rights, little difficulty is antici¬ 
pated in that respect. The whole 
proposition then means that these 
three counties are soon to be stocked as 
they never were before, and all as the 
outcome of the generosity and the lib¬ 
erality of the supervisors and of the 
state fish commissioners.

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OVER NIAGARA FALLS 


Fate of a Schooner That Was 
Used as an Experiment. 


SHE WAS DASHED TO PIECES. 


A Thrilling Sight From the Time She 
Struck the Seething Rapids Until 
the Mighty Falls Tore Her Into 
Splinters—A Pair of Tough Geese. 


The following story of the first pub¬ 
lic excursion to Niagara Falls was 
written at the time by an eyewitness: 

“The schooner Michigan was the 
largest vessel on Lake Erie at that 
time. She was too large, in fact, to 
enter the various harbors on the lake, 
and, being somewhat decayed in hei 
uppers, the owner, Major Frazer, got 
the idea that she would answer the 
purpose of testing the fate of a vessel 
that by accident might approach too 
near the cataract and also the fate of 
living things that might be caught in 
the rapids. The proprietors of the 
large public houses at the falls on both 
sides of the river and of stages and 
steamboats made up a purse to pur¬ 
chase the schooner, awai;e that they 
would be amply repaid by the specta¬ 
tors that the exhibition would attract. 

“For several days previous to Sept. 
6, 1S28, the, day for which the affair 
was fixed, which was Saturday, the 
stages and canalboats came to Buffalo 
crowded with people. On the night 
of Sept. 5 wagons tilled with country 
people rattled through the village in 
unbroken procession all night long, and 
on the morning of Sept. G Buffalo it¬ 
self seemed to be moving in one mass 
toward the point of attraction. Five 
steamboats had been advertised to 
leave Buffalo Saturday morning. They 
were the Henry Clay, William Penn, 
Pioneer, Niagara and Chippewa. The 
Chippewa was appointed to tow the 
schooner Michigan to the Niagara river. 
I was a passenger on her. 

“As soon as we got well under way 
the scene became interesting. The oth¬ 
er four steamers came plowing along 
in our wake, crowded to the guards 
■frith passengers and bands of music 
playing. The Chippewa towed the big 
schooner to Yale’s landing, on the Can¬ 
ada side of the Niagara river, where 
our passengers went ashore, as did 
those of the William Penn. The pas¬ 
sengers of the Henry Clay and Pio¬ 
neer landed on the American side. 
Yale’s Landing was three miles above 
the falls, and the crowds of people 
were taken from there on down the 
river in wagons of all kinds. The hour 
fixed for towing the Michigan from 
Y’ale’s Landing to the rapids was 3 
in the afternoon. 

“This task, an extremely hazardous 
one, was intrusted to the oldest sailor 
on the lake. Captain Rough. With a 
yawl boat and five sturdy oarsmen the 
old captain got the schooner under 
way. They towed her to within a quar¬ 
ter of a mile of the first rapids and 
within half a mile of the tremendous 
precipice itself—-as near as they dared 
approach. They cut the big vessel 
adrift, and she passed majestically on, 
while the oarsmen of the yawl had to 
bend their every nerve and muscle to 
remove themselves from the peril of 
being drawn down by the rushing wa¬ 
ters. Indeed, such had been the fear 
and apprehension of the men that they 
mutinied against Captain Rough and 
cut the towline before the time he 
had set. If they had obeyed the reck¬ 
less old captain, he, the yawl and its 
crew would have preceded the Michi¬ 
gan over the falls. 

“The high grounds on both shores of 
the river were lined with people as the 
Michigan, unguided by human agency, 
approached, head on, the first rapid of 
the seething descent, apparently keep¬ 
ing the very course that a skillful nav¬ 
igator would have guided her in. The 
American ensign streamed from her 
bowsprit and the British jack floated 
at her stern. The vessel shot the first 
rapid unhurt, still head on, making a 
plunge, shipping a sea and rising from 
it in beautiful style. In her descent of 
the second rapid, the water momenta¬ 
rily increasing in velocity and tumult, 
her towering masts went by the board, 
giving the spectators a startling repre¬ 
sentation of the crashing of a vessel’s 
spars in a shipwreck at sea. She 
swung around and presented her 
broadside to the dashing and foaming 
water, and, after remaining, as it seem¬ 
ed, stationary for a moment, swung 
around until she was headed upstream. 

“Passing the third rapid she bilged, 
but carried her hull to all appearances 
whole as she tossed and groaned be¬ 
tween Grass island and the British 
shore to the Horseshoe fall, over which 
she was drawn sternforemost and 
hurled into the thundering abyss. She 
was dashed to fragments before she 
struck in the seething waters below. 
Immediately after she went over hun¬ 
dreds of people hurried below the falls. 
The river was covered with fragment 


of the vessel. Nowhere could be found 
Us much as two boards nailed together, 
and her great timbers were broken into 
bits like firewood. 

“There were aboard the Michigan 
when she started on her trip toward 
the falls a wild bull buffalo from a 
western prairie, two bears from the 
Lake Superior regions, two foxes, a 
raccoon, a dog, a cat and four geese. 
When the vessel left Yale’s landing in 
tow all these were let loose on the deck 
except the buffalo. He was inclosed in 
a pen. The two bears got enough of 
the trip when the vessel began the 
descent of the first rapid, and they 
climbed down the side next the Canada 
shore, plunged into the swift water, 
breasted its powerful sweep successful 
ly and reached the shore. They were 
so exhausted when they got on laud 
that they made no resistance to being 
captured. The bears, before they niiam 
doned the ship, climbed the masts of 
the vessel and, as it was presumed, 
from that outlook saw what their fin¬ 
ish would be anyhow and then deter¬ 
mined to take the chances of getting to 
land, slim as they were. The raccoon 
ran up a mast and remained there un¬ 
til the mast fell. He was never seen 
again. The foxes ran frantically up 
and down the deck and went over with 
the schooner, as did the buffalo bull 
and the geese. Not a trace of foxes or 
buffalo was ever found. Two of the 
geese swam ashore half a mile below 
the falls. The other two met the fate 
of the buffalo and the foxes.”

HIT HIM IN TWO PLACES. 


The Way Cicero Treated His Devoted 
Admirer Petrarch. 

In the early autumn of 1338 Petrarch 
suffered an accident which may be 
narrated in his own words. “You shall 
hear,” lie writes to a friend, “what a 
trick Cicqgo, the man whom 1 have 
loved and worshiped from my boyhood, 
has just played me. I possess a huge 
volume of his letters, which 1 wrote 
out some time ago with my own hand 
because there was no original manu¬ 
script accessible to the copyists. Ill 
health hindered me, but my great love 
of Cicero and delight in the letters and 
eagerness to possess them prevailed 
against my bodily weakness and the 
laborionsness of the work. This is the 
book w|iieh you have seen leaning 
against the doorpost at the entry to 
my library. One day while going into 
the room thinking about something 
else, as I often do, I happened inad¬ 
vertently to catch the book in the 
fringe of my gown. In its fall it struck 
me lightly on the left leg a little above 
the heel. ‘What! My Cicero,’ quoth 
I, bantering him, ‘pray what are you 
hitting me for?’ He said nothing, but 
next day as I came again the same 
way lie hit me again, and again 1 
laughed at him and set him up in bis 
place. Why make a long story V Over 
and over again I went on suffering the 
same hurt, and, thinking he might be 
cross at having to stand on the ground, 
I put him up a shelf higher, but not 
till after the repeated blows on the 
same spot had broken the skin and a 
far from despicable sore had resulted. 
I despised it, though, reckoning the 
cause of my accident of much more 
weight than the accident itself. At 
last, when the pain was too much not 
only for my wit, but for sleep and 
rest, so that to neglect the tiling any 
longer seemed not courage, but mad¬ 
ness, I was forced to call in the doc¬ 
tors, who have now for some days 
been fussing over this really ridicu¬ 
lous wound, not without great pain 
and some danger to the wounded limb, 
as they insist, though I think you know 
just what reliance I place on their 
prognostications either of good or evil. 
So this is how my beloved Cicero lias 
treated me. He long ago struck my 
heart, and now he has struck my leg.” 
—From H. C. Hollway-Calthprp’s “Pe¬ 
trarch.” 


An Astonishing Airship. 

In these days of dirigible balloons,! 
airships and aeroplanes the following 
account of an airship taken from the 
London Post for Dec. 22, 1709, is of in-! 
terest: 

“Father Bartholomew Laurent says 
that he has found out an invention by 
the help of which one may more speed¬ 
ily travel through tlie air than any 
other way, either by land or sea, so 
that one may go 200 miles in twenty- 
four hours.” 

The airship which was to accomplish , 
this astonishing feat had at the top j 
“sails wherewith the air is to be di¬ 
vided, which turn as they are direct¬ 
ed.” There was a rudder to direct the 
vessel’s course, and the body was 
“formed at both ends scallopwise. In 
the cavity of each is a pair of bellows, 
which must be blown when there is no 
wind.” 

Two loadstones, some large amber 
beads and various other items all had 
some mysterious part to play in this 
attempt to traverse the air. 

This is perhaps the most extraordi¬ 
nary of all flying machines on record.

A ROCKING STONE. 

New York’s Souvenir of the Remote 
Glacial Period. 

Though tens of thousands ot persons 
yearly see the great rocking stone of 
Bronx park in New York city, few 
realize that it is the city’s most con¬ 
spicuous souvenir of the glacial period, 
when all of this section was covered 
with an ocean of ice some 1,500 feet 
thick that was moving slowly toward j 
the south. 

That pinkish bit of granite, weighing 
thirty tons, standing seven and one- 
half feet above its rocky base, being 
ton feet broad and eight feet thick, 
came from the far north, carried in 
the resistless icy arms of the glacier 
that swept over the continent down to 
this latitude, marking its path by de¬ 
positing great bowlders as it moved 
and leaving scratches on the firm rocks 
beneath, from the sliding, grinding 
bits and masses of granite that set¬ 
tled to its l>ase and were pushed along 
as it moved. 

This same bowlder left its mark on 
the bare face of the rocky hill to the 
north of it, in which lies the crocodile 
pool. There the scratches are visible 
today, pointing to where the bowlder 
stands and telling the story of part of 
Its travels. 

When the melting ice departed from 
the great l#lock of granite, it left it 
standing through the ages a rocking 
stpue so delicately poised that a pres¬ 
sure of fifty pounds exerted on its 
most northern angle causes Its apex to 
sway north and south about two inch¬ 
es.—New York Herald.

Single as Well as Married Women

A curiously awkward word, if it be 
a word, is “Mrs.” It is not spelled as 
it is pronounced—no one but a Welsh¬ 
man or a Pole would be equal to pro¬ 
nouncing it as it is spelled—and its pro¬ 
nunciation is a clumsy contraction of 
the good old English designation “mis¬ 
tress.” 

In the days of old, when leisure had 1 
not become, as it is now, almost a for¬ 
gotten luxury and people were less 
anxious to clip their speech, the full 
pronunciation was often used, and 
“mistress” was not altogether elbowed 
out of existence by the vulgar “missis.” 

But nowadays “mistress” has drop¬ 
ped out, and consequently the con¬ 
tracted pronunciation of “Mrs.” has 
prevailed and holds the field. 

Another point worth noting in the 
history of the designation is that about 
150 years ago and earlier “Mrs.” was j 
applied quite Impartially to unmarried | 
as well as married Indies. Even cliil- 1 
dren were sometimes styled “Mrs.” 

The burial of an infant daughter of 
John Milton, who died at the age of j 
five months, is recorded in the parish 
register of St. Margaret, Westminster, j 
and her name Is entered as “Mrs. Kath- j 
erine Milton.” followed by a small “c,” 
to indicate that a child is meant. But 
this may be regarded as an exceptional 
use of the title.—St. James’ Gazette.

THE ODOR OF SANCITY. 

A French Writer’s Theory of How It 
May Be Exuded by Man. 

Dr. Georges Dumas is the author of 
an article in the Revue de Paris on 
“The Odor of Sanctity.” The writer 
accepts as true the numerous reported i 
Instances of saints and mystics of the j 
Catholic church whose bodies after j 
death or during moments of ecstasy | 
smitted peculiarly pleasing odors of 
various kinds. Then men and women 
with whom such legends deal, argues 1 
Dr. Dumas, were neurasthenes. and it 
is not impossible that the aroma of ’ 
sanctity which surrounded them was 
the product of strictly physiological i 
and chemical changes common to all 
men, but present in highly intensified | 
form in subjects who, so to speak, 
burned up the candle of their existence 
at an unusually rapid rate. He says in 
part: 

“So far, then, we have come across a 
great variety of perfumes—cinnamon, 
clove, orange, pineapple, rose, violet, 
lily of the valley, yellow amber and 
benzoin. Now. the natural constitu- | 
tion of all of these is well known, and 
chemistry produces them daily for com¬ 
mercial purposes. \Ye may therefore 
substitute the equivalent chemical ex¬ 
pressions for the ordinary terms we 
have employed and say that orange, 
cinnamon, violet and musk owe their 
perfume to aldehydes and acetones, 
aromatic liquids derived from the alco¬ 
hols, just as the artificial essence of • 
pineapple comes from butyric ether. | 
\Ve have, then, to ask whether the hu¬ 
man body can produce odorous com¬ 
pounds of the kind we have mentioned 
and under what conditions. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, it does produce a certain 
number of such compounds in the de¬ 
struction of organic matter, whicji is 
the constant condition of life, in par 
ticular acetones and the volatile fatty 
acids, butyric, formic, acetic, etc. If 
the process of combustion is normal all 
those constituents are burned up, com¬ 
pletely oxidized, and give as a residue 
water, carbonic acid and urea. But let 
some slackening occur in the inmost 
nutrition of the tissues and the same 
constituents will escape through the 
breath, perspiration and the skin.” 

MAGIC MIRRORS. 


Peculiar Effects In Some of the Pol¬ 
ished Bronze Reflectors. 

Now and then mirrors of a curious 
kind are seen in Europe. They are 
called “magic mirrors” and are of Jap¬ 
anese origin, made not of glass silver¬ 
ed, but of cast bronze, polished on the 
face and bearing on the back raised 
patterns. Inscriptions, symbolical de¬ 
signs, crests or pictures. When ex¬ 
posed to a bright beam of light from 
the sun or from an electric lamp they 
reflect in the light from their polished 
face the image of the pattern on their 
backs. 

This is a purely optical property and 
has of course nothing In common with 
the fortune telling magic crystals of 
the astrologer or the alleged magic 
mir/ors of necromancy, yet it long puz¬ 
zled the scientific optician and even 
now is little known or believed. The 
researches of various scientific men 
have established the fact that the phe¬ 
nomenon is due to very minute differ¬ 
ences of curvature in the polished face, 
differences so minute that they do not 
affect the ordinary use of the mirror 
as a looking glass and that can be de¬ 
tected only by delicate optical tests. 

The only remaining mystery has 
been as to how these delicate differ¬ 
ences of curvature were produced in 
exact correspondence to the pattern on 
tlie back. The makers themselves are 
often in ignorance of the magic prop 
erty and do not know which of their 
mirrors possess it and which do not. 
The mirrors are cast in molds and aft¬ 
erward polished by hand, and it is 
held by scientific men that the differ¬ 
ence of curvature is caused by the met¬ 
al’s yielding unequally under that pres¬ 
sure of the tools used in scraping and 
polishing, the thin parts naturally ; 
bending more than the thick. This ac- j 
counts for the mirrors’ becoming 1 
magic.—Chicago News.

A SPANISH TRICK. 

The Incident Which Moved England to 
Turn Drake Loose. 

The relations between wlrtch Drake’s 
raid into the south sea had for a 
time threatened with open rupture bad 
greatly improved—at least in outward 
appearance—and in 1585, under spe¬ 
cial promises of immunity from mo¬ 
lestation on religious or other grounds, 
Philip bad invited to his ports a fleet 
of English corn ships in order to sup- 
ply the deficiency of his own harvests. 
No sooner, however, had the English 
ships arrived than an embargo was 
laid upon them and their crews ar¬ 
rested. 

One ship, the famous Primrose of 
Loudon, managed to escape. While 
lying off Bilbao quietly discharging her 
cargo she had been visited by the cor- 
regidor of Biscay and his guard dis¬ 
guised as merchants. Suddenly called 
upon to surrender, the crew flung them¬ 
selves upon the Spaniards, drove them 
all overboard and made sail. Some of 
the discomfited Spaniards as the shore 
boats fled were seen clinging to the 
English vessel. These were humane¬ 
ly rescued and carried in triumph back 
to England, and among them was the 
corregidor himself. Upon him were 
found his official instructions, setting 
forth expressly that the embargo was 
ordered for the purposes of the expe¬ 
dition which Philip was preparing 
against the English. This was enough 
for the queen and the powerful pub¬ 
lic opinion of commercial circles in 
London, which had obstinately clung 
to pacific relations with Spain. A re¬ 
taliatory embargo was proclaimed, let¬ 
ters of general reprisal were issued, 
and Drake was lot loose.—From Publi¬ 
cation of Navy Records Society. 

Book Auction Back In 1732. 

John Montgomerie, governor of the 
province of New York, died on July 1. 
1731. In the New York Gazette of May 
8, 1732, is the following advertisement, 
the first of the kind: 

“On Thursday, June 1, at 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon, will begin to be sold 
at public auction a collection of valua¬ 
ble books belonging to the library of 
his excellency John Montgomerie, Esq., 
late governor of New York, etc., de- j 
ceased. A catalogue of the books may 
be seen at the Coffee House in New 
York, with the conditions of snlo.’’ 

This is also the first Instance where 
the word “auction” appears.” “vendue” 
being the term in general use.
